How to Kill Dandelion*. 

In regard to the trouble owners of 
lawn* and grass plots have In keeping 
them free"from the pestlferlou* tin title 
lion, a benevoleut citizen who bus ex- 
perleueed lot* of this trouble writes 
to tbe l’ortlaud Oregonian to say that 
many people bring more of this trouble 
on themselves by trying to cxtcnnl 
unte duudclloiui by cutting the plant 
off Just below Dm* ground. A great 
deal of this Is done early In tbe spring 
by 'People collecting dnmleliou plants 
for “green*.’’ they being an excellent 
and wholesome pot herb. This, It Is 
said, does not kill tbe plant, but causes 
each root to throw out several shoots 
uiid thus multiplies the number of dan¬ 
delions. Tbe correspondent mentioned 
writes to Impress bis fellow sufferers 
that If when they cut off the dandelion 
plant below the ground they will drop 
a pinch of salt or a teaspoonful of coal 
oil on the root left lli the ground It 
will effeeturlly kill It. This may seem 
u troublesome Job. but to ope who is 
Set ou keeping bis grass plot clear of 
dandelions It will iu the end save a 
lot of trouble.

To put new rope* In windows take 
off the strips and hold the lower sash 
In place. You will find a pocket In 
the casing nU>ut ten Inche* from the 
bottom, where the weight* are conceal¬ 
ed. THke the old ro|>es from tbe 
weights and sash, taking note of the 
method of fastening. Cut die rope to 
be put In three-quarters as long as the 
window. Take a small pleee of Iron 
that will slip through tbe pulleys eas.- 
ly and fasten It to a piece of twine. 
Tie the other end of the twine to the 
rope. Drop tbe *mnll weight throurh 
the pulley until It come* down to the 
pocket Pull the Tope through tbe pul¬ 
ley and fasten It to the window weight 
and the sash in the same manner as 
tbe old one. Replace the sash and tbe
